DEMOCRATS WILL FIGHT — 
PROPOSITION BITTERLY 


The Adoption of Such a Rule Would 


Leave Minority Powerless—Be- 
Meved Hanva Is Behind | 
* © Scheme—Bacon Op- 
poses Rule.

Washington, March 5.—(Special.)—If the 
repubdlicans had cast a bomb into the sen- 
ate chamber today they could not have 
created more surprise than they did by 
bringing forward a proposition for the 
amendment of the senate rules to provide 
for cloture. 

That there would be an effort to force 
such an amendment to the senate rules 
some time during the life of the new con- 
gress was pretty well understood, for 
threats to that effect were frequently 
heard during the time when the democrats 
were talking the ship subsidy bill to 
death, but that there would be such an 
attempt at this special session of the sen- 
ate was not anticipated. Whether the re- 
publicans will follow the wishes of Sena- 
tor Hanna and force action upon this 
rule at this special session remains to be 
developed. If they ‘make the effort, it 
will mean a long and hard fight, for there 
are a good many senators not allied with 
the minority who have in the past op- 
posed every effort to limit debate. In- 
deed, this is a question which has not 
been argued on party lines in the past, 
and there are some democrats who have 
supported the cloture idea.

Power of Minority To Go. 

Then will be wiped out the last real 
power of the minority. This fight over 
cloture has been made for a great many 
years, but never has it been successful. 
‘While the country may at times have be- 
come éxasperated at the amount of dis- 
cussion that senators indulge in, it is 
a fact capable of demonstration that 
never has a measure been talked to death 
when a clear majority of the senate favor- 
ed it. The ship subsidy bill is a case in 
point. If a majority of the senate had 
been honestly and earnestly for that bill 
it would have been passed, but the ma- 
jority was against its passage. . 

One reason why the democrats allowed 
a vote on the Philippine proposition, to 
which they are so strongly opposed, was 
their conviction that the republicans were 

_@ unit in its favor. Seeing this and feel- 

ing that the defeat of the bill by talk- 
ing it to death would enrage the majority 
so that a cloture amendment would be 
‘forced, they contented themse:ves with 
going on record against the legislation. 
The same has been true in many cases. 

There are very strong arguments 
against the proposed change in the senate 
Tules, but the republicans have the power 
to force it and, if they are determined to 
do so, they can accomplish their end at 
this special session. But if they do this 
‘it will mean a lively special session, for 
no such change can be brought about 
without the hardest kind of a fight. 

The democrats of the senate held an in- 
formal conference and discussed the clo- 
ture movement in the senate, and there 
was a Ssufficient exchange of opinion to 
cause those present to conclude that the 
move would be resisted to the end of the 
Session, The conference was attended by 
Senators Patterson, Dubois, Harris, Tur- 
ner and Heitfeld, all of whom heretofore 
have acted with either the silver repub- 
licams or populists. ! 

Flowers for New Senators. 

Many of the new senators were xecip- 
fents of beautiful floral offerings from 
their friends, several of the pieces on the 
democratic side of the chamber being par- 
ticularly notable. Mr. Simmons, of North 
Carolina, was among the recipients.

Today's session of the senate was prac- 
tically the first of the fifty-seventh con- 
gréés, that of yesterday being brief and 
routine in character. An immense throng 
crowded the galleries. 

_Vice President Roosevelt's appearance 
@cked a great wave of applause from 
the galleries. Aft2r the reading of the 
_ Journal the vice president administered 
the oath of office to Mr. Nelson, of Min- 
nesota, and Mr. McLaurin, of Mississippi. 

Senators Allison and Cockrell were 
nemed by Mr. Roosevelt as a committee 
to notify the president that a quorum of 


the senate was in session and ready to 


receive any messages. 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, gave notice 
of an amendment to the senate rules, 
which he proposed to offer tomorrow, to 
“limit debate upon any bill or resolution 
to reasonable limits, in order that the ma- 
jority.of the body may be able to do busi- 
ness in the senate.”’ 

Mr. Cockrell suggested, in a spirit of 

facetiousness, that the reasons for the 
: of the proposed rules had ceased 

to exist in the. senat,, and, therefore, it 
‘was. not necessary now to adopt it. 
“They will arise again,’’ remarked Mr.

Mr. Mason, of Iilincis, who, sirce his 
advent to the scrate, four years ago, has 
been insistent that the rules of the body. 
changei so as to enable the majority 
 ~6 transact business, gave notice of an 
amendinent he proposed to offer to the 
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amendment of Mr. Platt. He insisted that 
the time should be fixed in the rule for 
the limiting of debate. What is a ‘‘rea- 
sonable time,’”’ he declared, was a ques- 
tion that would be discussed for twelve 
months in the senate, which, he said, is 
the only legislative bcdy in the world in 
which the majority is controlled by the 
rinority. Referring to the defeat of the 
river and harbor bill, in the closing hours 
of the session just expired, he declared 
that the majority was as helpless to pre- 
vent the cefeat of the measure as was 
the legislature of Kansas, - 

The amendment he would propose, he 
said, was a modification of the Reed rules 
of the house of representatives. He sald 
his amendment would enable the opposi- 
ion to any mearvre to have ample time 
for its discrssion, but limited the time of 
debate to proper Iength. 

Bacon To Fight Cloture. 


Mr. Baton, of Georgia, utterly disap- 
proved of the proposed change in the 
rules, and declared his purpose to go 
everything in his power to defeat the 
amendment. The methods pursued now 
by the senate permitted full time for the 
discussion. and examination of ev2ry 
measure presented. He asserted that the 
house of representatives cperating under 
the Reed rules did not deliberate upon any 
legislation. It merely suggested legisia- 
tion, which came to ths ftenate in crude 
form, and by it kad to be put in proper 
legislative shape.

Cumberland Md., March 5.—Nine men 
awaiting the action of the April grand 
jury broke out of the Cumberland jail 
this morning and are still at large. They 
are John Wesley Osbourn, Charles Oberl, 
Daniel Crother and Walter Dryer, four 
young bandits, who figured in many hold- 
ups and robberies here and charged with

Is TO BE AS DRY AS A DESERT 


Rigid Frohibition Law Passed by 
Topeka Covcncil. 

Topeka, Kan., March 5.—The city coun- 
cil has passed a liquor ordinance which, 
will make it almost impossible for the 
jointists to do business in this city. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the ordinance, 
it is considered an unlawful sale to call 
a friend in your house and give him a 
drink of liquor. A man is guilty of a 
violation of the ordinance if he is found 
in a place where liquor is sold and it 
does not require that an actual sale shall 
be proved. The panalty for violations is 
a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $5,000 or imprisonment for not less 
than thirty days nor more than 100 days 
in the city jail. 


UNION OF CATHOLIC NATIONS. 


Vatincan Statesmen Want To Com- 
bine Countries of New World. 

Rome, March 5.—The recent revival of 
Catholic sentiment in tin America is 
being taken advantage of by pontifical 
statesmen to form a union of the Cath- 
olic countries of the new world based on 
community of faith, but destined possi- 
bly to have political significance also. 

A symbol of this union is about to be 
erected in Rome in a church primarily 
intended to commemorate the recent 
Mexican pilgrimage, but to contain al- 
tars to the patron saints of each central 
and south American state.

Alabama Man To Be a 
Claims Commissioner. 


IN FAVOR WITH PRESIDENT 


Because of His Course as Chief Jus- 
tice of Samoa—Also a Gold

' Washington, March 5.—It is understocd 
that Mr. Chambers, of Alabama, late 
chief justice of Samoa, is to be appointed 
a commissioner to adjust the claims of 
American citizens arising out of the war 
with Spain. Mr. Chambers, although ap- 
pointed orginially as a democrat to his 
office in Samoa, conducted himself in the 
trying last days of the tripartite govern- 
ment with such stalwart Americanism as 
to earn the admiration of the authorities 
here. 

His relinquishment of the office of chief 
justice wag made necessary by the under- 
Standing reached by the three powers 
that a complete change should be made 
in the afficials in Samoa. The officials of 
Englard and Germany so moved were 
promptly. supplied with other and better 
positions by their own government.

POWERS WANT HEAVY SUMS. 


Evident That They Will Force China 
To Pay Enormous Indemnity. 


reach here from Pekin indicate that the 
State department by no means under- 
estimated the difficulties that would be 
experiences in reaching an agreement 
between the foreign ministers respecting 
the amount of indemnities to be levied 
upon the Chinese government and the 
method of collection. Special Commis- 
sioner Rockhill is doing all that he can 
do to restrain the demands of the pow- 
ers to a sum total that will be within the 
ability of the Chinese government to meet 
without the destruction of the dynasty 
and an approval that would result in the 
loss of much territory by China, It 
appears, however, that the demands In 
their present shape are of an onerous 
character and grave difficulty is antici- 
pated in securing an amelioration of 
them. 
To Consider Chinese Protests. 

Pekin, March 6.—The next general 
meeting of the ministers of the powers 
will consider the protests of the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries regarding the legation 
quarters now established in Chinese pub- 
lic buildings. The British and Russians 
have taken the board of works, board of 
revenue and board of ceremonials. The 
Italians have taken the emperor's per- 
sonal temple of worship.

Inquiry concerning the reports of Fim- 
peror Kwang Su’s return elicited assur- 
ances from Chinese officials that hé has 
not the remotest intention to leave Sian 
Fu while the present situation continued, 
and. that if the powers persisted in for- 
tifying the legation quarters it was ex- 
tremely probable that he would not re- 
turn to Pekin. 

The Chinese appeal regarding the late 
ter question points out that if forts are 
constructed five of the six chief boards, 
namely, war, rites, civil appoint:ents, 
works and revenue, will be swept away, 
as well as one of the most sacred tem- 
ples in the empire, containing the ances- 
tral tablets of the present dynasty. 


MANY CALLED ON McKINLEY. 


Much Handshaking and Little Busi- 
ness at the White House. 
Washington, March 5.—This was a day 
of much handshaking and little business 
at the white house. Members of congress 
and the supreme court, visiting governors 
and their staffs, clubs and other organiza- 
tions gave the president a very busy day. 
He began at 10 o’clock by giving a recep- 
tion to troop A, of Cleveland, O., which 
ected as his yersonal escort yesterday, A 
great crowd of strangers waited outside 
for the doors to be opened, but owing to 
the lurge numbers of people having ap- 
pointments with the president it was de- 
ciced not to complicate matters by open- 

ing the doors to the general public. 
Among other governors, Governor Lon- 
gino, of Mississippi, accompanied by Ad- 
jutant General Heniy and ex-Represen- 
tative Catchings, were presented to the 
president. Governor Heard, of Louis- 
jana, was accompanied on hisvisit to the 
presid2nt by Senators Foster and Mc- 
Emery, State Treasurer Smith and Repre- 
sentative Davey. Eight members of the 
National Fremont As3ociation met the 
president. They took part in the eonvenh- 
tion of June, 1856, in Philadelphia, which 
nominated John C. Fremont for president 
of the United States. General Joe Wheel- 
er caw the president to pay his respects.

Havana, March 5.—The Cuban amend- 
ment to the army appropriation bill has 
been forwarded to the constitutional con- 
vention by General Wood, and it was in- 
formally discussed this afternoon by a 
large number of delegates.

WILL INSPECT THE HARBORS. 


Members of the House Have Arrang- 
ed for Two Trips. 
Washington, March 6.—The house com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors today ar- 
ranged the details of two trips of in- 
spection which they will make. The first 
will be to Havana. The members will 
leave tomorrow evening. They will go first 
tc Jacksonville, then to Tampa and Key 
West and thence to Havana. Upon their 
return they will stop at Miami, Fla. In 
June they will make a trip to Galveston 
and other gulf ports and then on the 
Pacific coast from Los Angeles as far 
north as Puget sound. The members go 

as private individuals. 

Some of the members of the military 
committee have decided to visit Cuba &nd 
Porto Rico to inquire into conditions there 
and they will leave in a few days. 

The members of the naval committee 
of the house, it is understood, also have 
a similar trip under contemplation. 


RETAINS THE SAME CABINET. 


All of the Members Renominated by 
President McKinley. 
Washington, March 5.—The president to- 
day renominated all of the members of 
the cabinet, including Attorney General 
Griggs, who will retain office until his 
successor is appointed The senate later 
confirmed all cf these cabinet renomina- 


tions. 

The president is expected shortly to 
nominate Robert McCormick, of this city 
formerly of Illinois, as minister to Aus- 
tria, vice Minister Harris, resigned. 

The president today issued a new com- 
mission to Mr. George B. Cortelyou as 
seeretary to the president. 


HAY-PAUNCEFOTE TREATY. 


It Died at Noon on March 4th—An-. 


other Treaty Likely. 

Washington, March 5.—The  Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, intef@e wo replace 
the Clayton-Bulwér treaty, relative to the) 
construction of isthmian waterways, died 
at noon yesterday. The last clause of the 
treaty allowed only the period of time 
up to March 4th for its ratification. 
Neither the government of the United 
States nor of Great Britain appears to 
have made any. formal effort to extdnd 
that period. There is reason to believe 
that negotiations will be resumed for the 
conclusion of a new treaty with a view 
to mecting, if possible, the objections 
raised by the senate to the original 
treaty. 


GERMAN PRESS ON McKINLEY 


One Editor Says the President Has 
Disappointed World. 

Berlin, March 6.—President McKinley's 
inaugural address has not yet been 
commented upon by a section of the Ger- 
man press. The National Zeitung, how- 
ever, says: 

“The mere fact that the president men- 
tioned reciprocity treaties proves that 
there exists a strong liberal current.’’ 

The Tageblatt disapproves passages in 
the address dealing with Cuba, China 
and the Philippines. 

The Lokal Anzeiger describes the 
United States as “threatening economic 
and political dangers for old Europe,” 
and then, referring to the address, says: 

‘President McKinley has disappointed 
the world. The China and tariff passages 
of the address are general phrases: and 
the Cuba and Philippine passages are 
optimistic and self-deluding.”’ 

The Vossiche Zeitung says: 

‘We see traces that the United States 
will not follow high protectionism here- 
after, as it will no longer be. possible 
when the United States have become 
emphatically an exporting industrial 
country; but President McKinley will 
hold all the United States have recent- 
ly acquired by imperialism.”’ 


CHANDUTER ON THE TELEGRAPH 
Postal President Thinks Government 
Ownership Is Feasible. 
Washington, March §.—Mr. A. B. Chan- 
dler, of New York, president of the Pos- 
tal Telegraph Company, today testified 
before the industrial commission upon the 
condition of the telegraph in this country. 
He said that during the past year the 
Postal had transmitted 16,528,444 messages. 
He said that since 1888 there has been 
an agreement between the Postal and 
Western Union Telegraph Companies un- 
der which both companies have practical- 

ly the scale of rates, 

The witness stated that the telegranh 
companies are now endeavoring to extend 
the same rate over as much territory as 
the efficiency of the service will permit, 
in order to bring the system of rates more 
toward uniformity. He thought hat the 
rates in the United States were lower 
than those fixed in foreign countries. 

In his opinion the Unit€@ States gov- 
ernment could conduct the telegraph ac- 
ceptably to the public and because of the 
absence of the necessity of making divi- 
dends the government could probabl-- op- 
erate the telegraph a little cheaper. 


VACCINATED THE BURGLAR. 


Doctors Caught Him at Work and 
Gave Him Virus. 


New York, Maroh 5.—Wfilliam Carl 
walked into a quarantine apartment house 
in East One Hundred and Thirty-seventh 
street last night and filled his pocket with 
rings and gems belonging to Mrd. Emma 
Ives. There had been smallpox in the 
house and two board of health doctors 
were in charge of the building. They 
found the burgiar at work and before 
turning him over to the authorities they 
vaceinated him. When three detectives 
arrived at the house the board of health 
doctors would not let them out of the 
building until they submitted to vacci- 
nation. The prisoner and detectives ap- 
peared together in police court today with

Six Officers Required To Handle 
One Irishman—In the Strugglo 
Some Were Roughly Han- 
dled — Twelve Are 
Suspended. 


London, March 6.—There was a stormy 
scene ion the house of commons shortly 
after midnight, caused by Mr. Balfour 
closing the whole education estimates 
without giving an opportunity to digcuss 
the Irish votes. 

When Mr. Balfour applied the closure 
on the education estimates, the national- 
ists shouted, “gag, gag,"’.and refused to 
leave the house when the division was 
taken. The chairman twice asked them 
to retire to the division lobby, but they 
shouted: “Certainly not.” Mr, Flavin 
cried: “I protest against the way all 
Irish votes are closured.” 

The chairman then intimated that he 
must report the matter to the speaker. 
In the meantime the other members had 
returned from the lobbies amid some 
uproar, thirty or fortv Irishmen rematn- 
ing in their seats. The speaker having 
returned to the house, the chairman re- 
ported the matter to him, and the speaker 
asked if the Irish members stil] refused 
to obey the order, and there were cries 
of “‘Yes, yes.” 

The speaker then named sixteen recalet- 
trants a Mr. Balfour moved their sus-

pension. “This was agreed to without a 
division. 

Policemen Summoned. 

The speaker ordered them to withdraw, 
,but they refused, amid great uproar. The 
speaker called upon the sergeant at arms 
to remove them.

Six policemen 
sufficed for each member, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Flavin, who is a big man, and 
required eight. Many, as they were be- 
ing carried out, waved their hands and 
shouted: “God save Ire!and."’ Those who 
were removed included Messrs. John Cul- 
linan, Patrick White, Patrick McHugh, 
William Lundon, William Abraham, Pat- 
rick Dugan, Anthony Donelan and James 
Gilhooly, Thomas McGovern and Jeremiah 
Jordan. 

At 1 o’clock the speaker said:

TINSLEY WILL NOT HAVE ~ 
~ MILITARY AT HIS COURT 


Lexington, Ky., March 5.—(Special.)— 
© James H: Tinsley, the recently 
circhit judge of the Twenty-third 
judicial. district, caused a sensation at 
Manchester, the county seat of the no- 


torious Clay county, by his instructions 
to the grand jury: All the more ap-. 


tonishment was evoked fromthe fact 
that he sent word to the chief executive 
of the state that he did not deem the 
presence of soldiers necessary at the con- 
vening of court. This in itself was 
contrary to the usual precedent when 
fokmer judges had homicide cases on the 
docket, especially when those cases came 
in‘as part and parcel of the numerous 
Killings*brought about by the feuds which 


. Rave made the county notorious. Judge 


Tinsley, in this initial instruction, has 
won the admiration of ptople through- 


out the state and has given hope that a. 


reign of law has begun for the mountain 
counties of his district. 

Some portions of the charge almost 
took the breath of the older inhabitants. 
Especially was this the case when the 
judge announced that at all future sit- 
tings of his court every one entering 
the room would be searched and com- 


‘ pelled to leave his weapons at the door 


in charge of the searchers, He told the 
grand jury plainly that if from their con- 
nection with any of the actions or 
through fear of them any member of the 
jury felt that he could not do his full 
duty, that he should retire and give way 
to some one who could carry out the pro- 
He warned his jury 
that he would watch their actions close- 


Ty, and that if he found that any member 
Was recalcitrant in his duty, he would dis- 


miss the jury and get men on whom he 
could depend. 

Statements in the charge ghow the al- 
most savage condition of affairs in 
Clay county and the adjacent region and 
perhaps better than in any other way 
indicate the extremes to which the judge 
thinks he and the court must go in 


_ order to bring about a condition of law 


and order. In speaking of the practice 
of carrying winchester rifles, Judge Tins- 
ley said: 

‘IT have some respect for the man who 


“keeps an old-fashioned rifie and occasion- 


ly takes some recreation in the way of 
hunting squirrels and other game; but 
when I meet @ man with & winchester I 
know that he is hunting for big game; 
that he has already gotten his consent 
to take human life, and that he is an ene- 
my of his race. We cannot punish such 
@,man for carrying such a gun, but if 
‘you will find out for me the names of all 
such men, I will have.them brought in 
here and put under such bond to keep the 


as will break up the practice. If 
you know of any such men they are the 
very kind that I am looking for.” 

Further along, speaking of the prevail- 
ing practice of carrying coneealed and 
deadly weapons, he said: 

“No man has any right to carry con- 
cealed, on or about his’ person, a deadly 
weapon; and I propose to begin here in 
this courthouse to break up the practice. 
I shall not interfere with any officer of 
the law who thinks he needs a pistol for 
his protection while in the line of his 
duty serving the processes of this court. 
But I canngt allow anyone, be he officer 
or private citizen, to come into this 
courthouse armed with a concealed pis- 
tol. This house is the house of peace, 
and I want it to be so that a peaceable 
citizen of this county can come here and 
sit as a juryman, as a spectator or as 
a shthgant, without being put in fear by a 
lot of armed men in the courthouse. I 
am tired of seeing a lot of men claiming 
to be deputy sheriffs, deputy jailers and 
constables swagge around the court- 
room with big pisto buckled around 
them. You cannot settle the troubles you 
have in your county with the pistol or 
the winchester. You have tried both 

nd failed.”

“IT have often been asked whether I 
should have soldiers brought to Clay. So 


far I have declined to climb that hill 


‘until I get to it: but I will answer you 
«| now: 


I shall not call on the governor 
for troops, because I shall not need them. 
I shall rather call upon the govd people 
of this county, without respect to party, 
creed or faith, to restore the good name 
you once had.”’ 

It is the universal opinion that Judge 
Tinsley struck at the root of the evil in 
disarming all men who come into the 
courthouse and in declaring that he would 
place under peace bond all those who 
were brought before him having winches- 
ter rifles in their possession. This should 
prove an effective measure in preventing 
crime, and the method of disarming at~- 
tendants at court should have the effect 
of aiding in carrying out the ends of 
justice. It has been a notorious fact 
that in many instances juries have been 
prevented from bringing in verdicts of 
guilty from the fact that armed bodies 
of the prisoner’s friends appeared in 
court and by their presence tacitly threat- 
ened to take the life of the men, even 
as they sat in the jury box, should they 
bring in a verdict of guilty. 

A large number of the better class of 
citizens of Manchester, who have of late 
refrained from attending court, were pres- 
ent on the opening day to see the judge 
turn over the promised ‘‘new leaf\ and to 
indorse his stand by. their presence. Judge. 
Tinsley was heartih ongratulated by 
numbers of citizegs after the adjourn- 
ment of court for the day.

TWO RESIGNATIONS 
ARE CALLED FOR 


New Orleans Police Force Seems to Be 
in Bad Condition. 


CHANGES ARE DEMANDED 


Members of the Commission Are 


Said To Be Against Law. 


‘GRAND JURY MAKES INVESTIGATION 


Citizens Have Determined That Sun- 
day Whisky Selling and 
‘Gambling Shall Cease. 


New Orleans, March 5.—(Special.)—The 
police trouble has again been brought to 
the front by the grand jury, an-1 present- 
ed to the public in such a way that a set- 
tlement will have to be had. Two grand 
juries in succession have investigated the 
police, and both have criticised them se- 
verely and declared there was general 
demoralization in the force and a lack of 
discipline, ahd that the only @ure was a 
complete overhauling. The report present- 
ed Thursday was very specific and point- 
ed out where the trouble lay. It was im- 
possible to have a g00d polb:e, it declared, 
as long as the board of police commis- 
sioners was unfit. The present board was 
denounced as being inharmonious and 
thoroughly unfit, and two of the coim- 
migsioners were, by name, mentioned as 
being unsuited to the offices they held, 
One of these, Mr. 
Hymel, is charged with excceding his 
power, paroling and dismissing prison- 
é€rs and demoralizing the police by inter- 
fering with the officers when making ar- 
rests, going cven so far as to derounce 


_the arrest of his friends as ‘‘another po- 


lice outrage.’’ The other objectionable 
commissioner, Mr. Chapman, is a lquor 
agent or dealer and his trade unfits him 
for the position he holds, the grand jury 
says. He'sells liquor to the saloon keep- 
ers. Those who buy of him openly defy 


‘the Sunday law and Keep their salocns 


open, and the police, who are under the 
control of Mr. Chapman, whose duty it 
is to see that the laws are enforced, make 
no arrests. The grand jury calls further 
attention to the fact that the gambling 
houses are in full operation, as the police 
well know, but there are no arrests, or 
even attempts to close them. 


Grand Jury Finds Facts. 

Such are the facts that the grand jury 
lay before the public. The views they ex- 
press are held by a large majority of the 
people, and the morning papers unani- 
mously support them and call for the 
resignation of Chapman and Hymel, one 
of them going so far as to threaten the 
objectionable commissioners that if they 
do not resign the people will make them 
do so. 

The commissioners aefy the grand jury, 
the mayor and tthe press and announce 
gheir intention of hanging on to their 
Places until they are forced out. They are 
making a determined fight, and have even 
carried the war into Atrica, declaring that 
if the Sunday law is violated, the mayor 
himself is responsible for it, having in- 
structed the police not to interfere with 
any saloons open on Sunday which trans- 
act their business through side doors. 

The issue is thus squarely joined, and 
the next few weeks will determine wheth- 
er the police are to reorganized or not. 
The grand jury won the first fight. The 


police have pretended that the reason why 
“they did not suppress the gambling houses 
- Was because they could obtain no infor- 


mation as to them. The grand jury found 
no difficulty in getting’ the evidence that 
the Royal street gambling houses were in 
full blast. Their evidence, resulted in the 
closing of -these saloons “Wind in the sus- 
pension of Sergeant Tagot, who had 
charge of the precinct and who could not 
shear the dealers calling out keno, as every 
‘one else in the street could. | 


Law and Order League. 

A still more important movement in the 
@irection of reform is the organization of 
a law and order league to. supplement the 
work of the police and get rid of all ob- 
jectionable characters.in the city, The. 
movement has been under way for. some 


BAe ris vy 
any objectionable person getting into the 
organization. For that reason very little 
is known of the league except that the 
men at the head of it are generally young 
men full of energy and determination. 
How far their movement in the direction 
of reform will extend is not known, but 
it is said that the programme is very rad- 
ical and broad, and that if the league can 
carry out its programme, New Orleans 
will be a Puritan city. 

Help for Consumptives, 

The movement to establish sanitariums 
for consumptives, forest camps and hos- 
pitals in the piney weeds district, which 
was first mentioned only a few days ago, 
has suddenly developed great strength, 
and there seems every probability: that 
something practical will be done in the 
next few days. 

A mere reference to the subject in the 
newspapers resulted in many _subscrip- 
tions for a sanitarium and forest camp, 
and one donation of a tract of forty acres 


} in St. Tammany parish admirably adapt- 


ed of the purpose. The Loutlsimgaa state 
board of health has taken up the mat- 
‘ter and appointed a. committee to study 
consumption and see what steps should be 
taken to arrest its spread. The commit- 
tee, it is understood, will report in favor 


of the sanitarium and forest camps, and 


the adoption of hygienic measures to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease, but it will 
not go as far as the health authorities in 
New York and treat all persons suffering 
from tuberculosis as affected with a dan- 
gerously tcontagious disease. The city 
council has joined in the movement with 
an ordinance preventing spitting on the 
sidewalk or in public halls, while the state 
imsane asylum will erect separate wards 
for the insane affected with consump- 
tion, so as to remove them from contact 
with the other insane who are free from 
the disease. 

Dr. Hays, superintendent of the insane 
asylum, by -the by, reports that the in- 
stitution already contains 1,300 lunatics 
and is overflowing. There are actually 
more insane persons than there is room 
for them, and the asylum is unable to 
care for all those tendered it. An addi- 
tional building will be erected for the 
consumptive lunatics, and a branch asy- 
lum for negro lunatics will be establish- 
ed at Angola, the state penitentiary 
farm, as the inmates can be cared for 
far more cheaply and conveniently there 
than elsewhere. 

The visit of Gould, Hayes and other 
railroad presidents, here has been more 
than satisfactory. All the visitors seem- 
ed impressed with the commercial ad- 
vantages of New Orleans, and all will 
improve their connections “here. Mf. 
Gould seems determined to build up a 
big business over his new line from 8t. 
Louis to New Orleans. He has secured 
the right of way into New Orleans for 
his Texas and Pacific, which wu: make 
it far more convenient for passengers 
and have a tendency to bring about a 
union depot at an early day. Another 
commercial movement his road is worx- 
ing! up is the shipment of cattle from 
the Texas rancheg to Europe via New 
Orleans. The business reached consid- 
eraple proportions a few years ago, but 
stopped fn 1889, and there have been no 
shipments since unti] this week. The 
improveménts in loading stock have been 
so many of late, in consequence of the 
big business in shipping mules. and 
horses t@ Svutn Africa, that the cattle 
trade can be better handled than former- 
ly and is expected to reach large pro- 
portions. 


Exporters and Importers Confer. - 

A conference was held in New Orleans 
during the week of exporters and im- 
porters in all the leading southern cit- 
les, having in view the handling of their 
business through New Orleans. The con- 
ference reports that good missionary 
work has already been done, as will.be 
seen within a-month. A practical result 
of the conference is seen in the establish- 
ment of the steamship line from Italy to 
New Orleans, the Italians having been 
persuaded that they can distribute their 
goods for the Mississippi through New 
Orleans better than through New York, 
as they have been doing. < 

The board of stewards of the Jockey 
club, are wrestling with the different 
problems of reforming the races in New 
Orleans. The.~eneral character of: the 
wiritter meeting in New Orleans has not 
been up to the average of previous years, 
due largely to the opposition at San 
4-.ancisco and the smaller purses offered 
here.

TO COUNTY STOCKADES 


Charleston, 8. C., March 5.—(Special.)— 

Of interest in connection with the sensa- 
“tional convict lease affair, which will be 
, brought before a special term of court 
in Anderson on Thursday, is the opinion 
filed by Attorney General Bellinger in 
October last, in which he declared that 
"prisoners convicted for certain crimes 
ieould not be leased to county stockades. 
‘Mr. Bellinger gave as his opinion that it 
“was a violation of law to hire out a pris- 
‘oner convicted of murder, arson, rape 
end manslaughter. 
_ Accoriiing to a letter written by Su- 
perintendent Griffith to the attorney gen- 
‘era] when the new management went in 
it was found that a number of convicts 
‘thad been sent in for the crimes named 
above. Superintendent Griffith admitted 
that it was a violation of law, although 
the violation was on the part of Neal’s ad- 
ministration. There was some doubt as 
to the real law, and the attorney general 
was asked for an opiwion. 

It is probable that what the attorney 
‘general had to say will figure in the An- 
@erson case, but not in the main isstes. 
‘Mr. Bellinger’s opinion was as follows: 

’ “Bection 565, criminal statutes, is as 
follows, in part: ‘The board of directors 
of the penitentiary are hereby authorized 
and empowered to lease or hire out any 
convicts in the penitentiary, except con- 
victs under sentence for murder, rape, 
arson and manslaughter.’ * * * You 
will notice that the use of the words 
‘authorized and empowered’ evidently im- 
plies that but for this provision the board 
would not have the authority and power 
to lease convicts and that such an au- 
thorization and empowering is limited ex- 

y by the word ‘except’ preceding 
the naming of certain classes not per- 
so hired out. So that to my 
mind it follows that no attempt on the 


of any preceding board to hire out. 


convicts would or could be construed 
© be a valid contract, but, on the con- 
trary, would be construed ultra’ vires 


and of none effect. Such being the case, 


these convicts are beyond the limits of the 
penitentiary in violation of the law and 
it becomes the duty of the present board 
to have them return to the walls of the 
penitentiary or property exclusively un- 
der the control of the authorities of the 
penitentiary, such as the farms. It is 
clear that the action of the previous board 
is not final in the matter nor -binding 
upon you. 

“Section 573 of the criminal statutes di- 
rects ‘no convicts shall be hired out, as 
provided in the foregoing section, unless 
svch convicts shall be and remain urder 
the supervision of a sworn officer and 
ruards appointed by the superintendent of 
the penitentiary; * * * such officer ani 
guards to be responsible to the superiii- 
tendent of the penitentiary and to hold 
their office, subject to removal by the su- 
perintendent. * * * The superintendent 
and directors of the penitentiary shall 
prescribe the rules and regulations to b2 
observed by said officer and guards in all 
cases,’ and article 12, section 9, of the 
constitution of 1895, reads as follows: 
‘The penitentiary and the convicts there- 
in sentenced shall forever be undes the 
supervision and cortrol of officers employ- 
ed by the state, and in case any convicts 
are hired or farmed out, as may be pro- 
vided by law, thetr maintenance, support, 
medical attendance and discipiine shall 
be under the direction of oflicers detailed 
fer these duties by the authorities of the 
penitentiary.’ If the requirements of the 
statute law and the constitution have been 
respected by the present and preceding 
beards, then these convicts are directly 
under the control of officers and‘ guards 
appointed by the superintendent, which 
officers and guards are subject to your 
crders, and, in iy opinion, it is your duty 
to order these to return to the peniten- 
tiary the convicts who are serving sen- 
tences for any cf the crimes mentioned 
in section 565 of the criminal statutes. 

“While one convicted and duly sentenced 
by law is deprived of his liberty to a cer- 
tain extent, he still has certain rights 
under the law, and among these rights is 
the one to be punished as prescribed by 
the law in force rt the time of his convic- 
tion and sentence, and the hiring out of 
a person sentenced to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for the crimes of “‘mur- 
der, rape, arson and manslaughter” is a 
violation of the law, and it may be in 
derogation of the rights of the convicts 
so hired out.

DUTY ON SUGAR 1S LIKEL 


 Btep Due to Necessity of Govern- 
ment To Raise Funds and the 
Decay of Refining Indus- 
try—Taxation To Be. 
! Doubled. 


London, March 6.—‘‘The chancellor of 
the exchequer,” (Sir Michael Hicks-Beach) 
said a prominent member of the house of 
commons tonight, ‘“‘will probably intro-: 
duce a duty on sugar in the forthcoming 

budget and will perhaps also add a coun- 
‘ftervailing duty.” 
+ A member of the ministry said: 
»“T can only say that this serious de- 
parture from England's historic principles 
of free trade is under discussion as the 
, provisions of the budget are religiously 
kept secret until: announced in the house 
of commons. 
Will Meet Opposition. 

“However, if sugar is not taken off tiie 
free list there will be a large number of 
disappointed conservatives; on the other 
hand, the introduction of such a motion 
‘will meet with the fierce opposition on the 
part of the lIiberals and all old-time 
champions of free trade. The movement 
in favor of such a step is due, firstly, to 
the almost utter decay of England's re- 
fining industry; secondly, to the careful 

‘study of the success of American sugar 
under the present system, and, thirdly, 
‘to the dire necessity of the government 
to raise funds by other means than in- 
crease of the already enormous direct 
taxation. For some time an influential 
committee of the house of commons has 
been dealing with the subfiect. After 
the recent controversy between Russia 
and the United States over sugar, this 
committee decided to make the matter one 
of debate in the house of commons. 
March 4th James Reid, member of the 
hhouse of commons from Greenock, the 
center of the suffering industry, was ap- 
pointed spokesman, but at the last mo- 
ment Mr. Balfour was obliged to cancel 
his consent in consequence of the neces- 
sity of devoting all the house's time to 
the debate on supplies.’’ 
Fe Tax on Sugar Certain. 
'\James Reid, in an interview, said: 

“Yes, a tax on sugar is practically pro- 
tection. but I see no way out of it. .In- 
deed, the refiners of my constituency will 
not be satisfied with a mere import duty, 
arguing that this will leave them little 
better off than before. What we hope to 
get, though I am a refiner myself, is a 
countervailing duty which will nullify the 
bounties afforded by France, Germany 
and Belgium. Twenty-five years ago 
there were fourteen prosperous refineries 


‘Th Greenéck. Now there ate only four.’ 
very | 


Formerly. the proprietors were 
wealthy. Now they are reduced to med- 
focre circumstances. I do not think a 
‘tax or countervailing duty will seriously 
affect the American sugar. It is. chiefly 
aimed at the cheap beet sugars of the 
continent, which, thanks to the subsidy, 
can undersell anything produced here. 

“Thé West Indian people are also se- 
riously affected and are giving us the 
full weight of their influence. The chief 
opposition comes from the English con- 
fectioners and other users of cheap su- 
gars. But I do not think the government 
will allow the refining industry to die out 
for the sake of one particular branch. 

Lesson from America. 

“tn case the United States government 
should 
think their sugar cargoes would be dan- 
gerously near coming under our proposed 
countervailing duty. We are far from 
desirous of embracing the whole American 

é policy of protection, but you have cer- 
advisability of placing duty on’ sugar, 
and so long as the continent insists upon 
subsidizing sugar to ruin our industries 
we are bound to retaliate.”’ 

Evidently the government is preparing 
the way for such a departure. A serious 
editorial in today’s Times, discussing the 
advisability of p'acing a dtuy on sugar, 
corn and agricultural products, in view 

/ of the fact that taxation must be doubled 
during the next three years, says: 

“The people are tired of the theoreti- 
cal objections to certain import duties 
which existed in the golden days of Mr. 
Gladstone’s free trade, but whether ‘the 
@overr:ment, in spite of their enormous 
majority, will be able to dreak down, 
even as regards sugar alone, the princi- 
p.és of free trade, is a matter upon which 
their own supporters are inclined to be 
doubtful.”’

Patis, March 6.—John MacWilson Du- 
rant, of New York, who has been living 
for the past two years in Paris with 
his mother, has been killed at Ostend in 
a-dyel with a Russian count. 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable, Mr. Durant had. written lette4, 
to the count’s wife. The latter’s nephew 
came to Paris to settle the matter. He 
met Mr. Durant in a restaurant, where 
a. vicious fight resulted, in which Mr. 
Durant lost his front teeth. He struck 
the Russian with a heavy glass bottle 
and the latter died, but the physician's 
certificate gave congestion of the brain 
as the cause of the death. This occurred 
during January. 

later the count took the matter up, 
sendin~ his seconds to Mr. Durant. The 
latter’ went to Ostend with his mother, 
who afterwards left for Glasgow. .A duel 
was arranged and was probably fou 
yesterday with pistols. Durant was killed 
and the count seriously wounded. 

Durant registered as Charles Neville 
Carter. His mother has been notified. 
Durant was well known in the American 
colony here. He was to have been married 
to a young French lady. 

The Woman in the Case. 

Albany, N. Y., March 6.—John Wilson 
Durant, reported killed at Ostend, comes 
of a prominent family here. He was in 
Albany in December, when his friends 
say his actions indicated that his mind 
was unbalanced. He gave one of his 
friends a number of letters to be sent 
at stated intervals to a certain woman in 
Paris, whom he wanted to think that 
he was still in America. His apparent 
trouble with this woman is supposed to 
be at the bottom of the trouble that 
brought on the duel, by which he lost his 
life. 


PLAN GREAT NAVAL MEMORIAL 


juugnificent Arch and Watergate To 
Be Erected in New York. 

New York, March 5.—Supported by the 
promise of several of the wealthiest men 
of the United States that sufficient mon- 
ey for its completion shall be forthcam- 
ing, the committee of the alumni asso- 
ciation of the United States naval acad- 
emy has had completed the plans for a 
colossal arch and watergate to be erect- 
ed at the battery. 

These designs, which have been pre- 
pared by Ernest Flagg, will be submitted 
to Park Commissioner Clausen tomorrow 
for its official approval. He has already 
given his personal consent, @s has also 
Mayor Van Wyck. 

These plans are for a watergate and 
arch of white marble to cost nearly a 
million uollars. The top of the massive 
quadriga surmounting it will tower 165 
feet in ine air. 

According to Park Commissioner Ben- 
jamin, the chairman of the committee, 
the arch will be located on the sea wall 
of the battery at. the foot of Broadway, 
so that the top of the quadriga will be 
visible from -.that street as far north as 
the postoffice. 

Two abutments, lighted by great bea- 
cons, will extend about thirty feet into 
the bay. Inside of these the wall will 
be dug away, making a landing of about 
150 feet wide, at which visiting dignita- 
ries can be received. Great wide stairs 
of white marble will lead to the arch. 
The latter, which will be made of pure 
white marble, will be 125 ‘feet high by 
125 feet wide and forty feet thick. 

Colossal figures of John Paul Jones and 
Admiral Farragut will stand on its front. 
Beneath these will be their famous or- 
ders to their sailors: Strike no flags, 
we haven't begun to fight yet,” and 
‘‘Damn the torpedoes, go ahead.”’ At the 
‘rear, facing the city, will be similar fig- 
ures of Commodore Perry and Captain 


Lawrence, with the inscriptions: ‘We 
have met the enemy and they are ours,” 
and ‘‘Don’t{ give up the ship.”

Louis Railroad Company, International 
Trust Company and Union Traction and 
Electric Company, chairman and director 
of the Baltimore, Chesapeake and At- 
lantic railway, secretary and director of 
the Brooklyn Cooperage Company, direcy 
tor of the American Coffee Company, 
American Sugar Refining Company, Pre- 
ferred Accident Insurance Company, 


Western National bank, Sprague Elec- 
tric Company, Terminal Warehouse Com- 
pany and Univefsal Lasting Company, 
trustee Américan\ Deposit and Loan Com- 
pany, American Surety Company, Brook-

Besides a fine town residence in Brook- 
lyn, Mr. Searles also has, or had, a fine 
summer home at Buzzards Bay, Mass., 
near the homes of ex-President Grover 
Cleveland and Joseph Jefferson. 

As treasurer of the sugar company and 
president of the Western National bank 
Mr. Searles gained a reputation for busi- 
ness jos oy No and becayse of his reputa- 
tion s asked ‘to enter the directories of 
various corporations. His friends say 
that he seemed to have unlimited faith in 
the possibilities of the American Cotton 
Company. One of the banks with which 
Mr. Searles had an account is the Mer- 
chants’ National of Wall street. An offi- 
cial of one of the leading banks down 
town stated today that Mr. Searles had 
been in a bad way for ready money since 
last fall. 

Charlies E. Hughes, of counsel or the 
assignee, said: 

“The assignment of Mr. Searles was 
made for the protection of his general 
creditors in order that the interest of all 
might be fully protected. His assets are 
believed *to be largely in excess of his 
liabilities, but include a considerable 
amount of unlisted securities which were 
not readily convertible into cash to meet 
obligations maturing at this time. 

“The assignment in no way affects the 
American Cotton Company or any other 
corporation with which Mr: Searles is 
connected,”’

of the company: 

“Mr. Searles’s assignment does not af- 
fect the American Cotton Company in 
any way, directly or indirectly, the com- 
pany’s business having never been in 
any way connected with his private af- 
fairs. Mr. Searies’s resignation as presi- 
dent of the company had been filed with 
the secretary prior to his assignment. A 
meeting of the beard of directors had 
previously been called for tomorrow, but 
owing to the absence of several of the 
directors, among whom are Cornelius N.

THE WILL IS BENG CONTESTED 


Validity of Arthur Gibbes’s Last 
Document Is Questioned. 

Charleston, S. C., March 5.—(Special.)— 
The chancery court of New York will 
hear arguments this week on the validity 
of the bequest by the late Arthur Gibbes 
of $100,000 for the establishment of an art 
school in Charleston. The bequest is be- 
ing opposed by two of Mr. Gibbes’s 
nephews residing in Savannah and by a 
niece living in Aiken. The attorneys in- 
terested in the suit left here for New 
York today. The principal argument 
against the bequest is in the federal con- 
stitutional amendment against favoritism 
to the white race. It is said that the be- 
quest provides for only one school, and 
under the federal constitution the spécial 
advantages would have to be enjoyed by 
both races. This would, however, be in 
conflict with the state constitution against 
mixed schools. On the ground of indefi- 
niteness and the conflict of the two con- 
stitutions the heirs hope to break the 
will, in which event the money would go 
to them instead of going to the city of 
Charleston for the establishment of the 
art school.

Chancellor Von Buelow Explains 
‘Kaiser's Course in England 


VISIT; WAS NOT POLITICAL 


But of a Humane Character—Chan- 


cellor’s Explanation Was Cold- 
Iy Received, Some Mefii- 
bers Hooting Him 
in His Talk. 


Berlin, March §.~In the reichstag today 
the imperial chancellor, Count Von Bue- 
low, declared the visit of Emperor Wil- 
liam to England was neither of a politi- 
cal or of a courtly character, but purely 
of a humane character. It !s easy to 
understand that the act aroused in Great 
Britain a desire for peaceful and friendly 
relations, a wish shared by Germany, @ 
full equality of rights between the Ger- 
man and British nations being, of course, 
a condition sine qua-.on. 

“Nothing is changed,” he said, “in our 
relations with Great Britain since I de- 
clared in the reichstag that we were 
ready and willing to live in peace, friend- 
ship and unity with Great Britain on the 
basis of mutual consideration and ab- 
solute equality. A continuance of such 
normal good relations is advantageous to 
the two countries. No doubt there are 
many sore points between the two coun- 
tries, but there are numerous and neces- 
sary points of contact between them. The 
accession of the new sovereign will not 
change the relations of Germany and 
Great Britain. 

NON RECDTION OF KRUGER .. ..mu’ 

“Herr Schadler said the emperor’s visit 
violated our neutrality toward the South 
African war, and I have also seen par- 
allels drawn to the emperor’s visit to 
England and the non-reception of Presi- 
dent Kruger in Berlin. The parallels are 
not correct. The avowed object of Presi- 
dent Kruger’s journey to Berlin was to 
compel us, in an unusual] manner, to in- 
terfere in the South African complica- 
tions, whereas, his majesty’s visit to Eng- 
land has nothing to do with the South 
African war. 

“Regarding the decorating of Lord Rob- 
erts with the order of the Black Eagle, 
that is solely a question of the consti- 
tutional, personal prerogative of the 
crown. Lord Roberts is ‘not a political 
personage. 

‘*Regarding Russia, I am fully convinced 
that one of the foremost endeavors of our 
policy is to cultivate the most friendly 
and most neighborly reiations. I am firm- 
ly convinced that German and Russian 
interests go side by side in most matters, 
and there is no point where, with mutual 
good will prevailing, our interests need 
cross. There is no antagonism separating 
the two empires which cannot be abridged. 
But, here also, We require equality. Ger- 
many is no more dependent on foreign 
countries than they are dependent on us. 

“Our foreign policy, now as fermerly, is 
determined neither by love nor hate, and 
neither by dynastic considerations nur 
ties of relationship, but solely by calm, 
sober, deliberate consideration of the in- 
terests of state.”’ 

Reconcile Conflicting Interests. 

The chancellor insisted that the zovern- 
rent must endeavor, with the co-opera- 
tion of the reichstag, to reconcile the ex- 
isting sharp conflict of interests in regard 
to the commercial treaties upon which de- 
pended the whole economic future. In 
view of the agricultural distress an in- 
crease of the duties on wheat and rye 
was indispensable. These increases, how- 
ever, were limited by the capacity of the 
country’s industry for production and 
export, as well as a regard for the more 
favorable conditions of Ufo for German 
workers. é 

The government wished to regain a 
more acceptable basis of tariff agree- 
ments with other states. Any increased 
revenues from tariff reform, especially 
from duties upon food products, will be 
arplied to the establishment of benevo- 
lent institutions and the amelioration of 
the conditions of the poor. 

The speech was in reply to an inquiry 
of Herr Schadler, 

It was significant that all the cautiously 
worded Anglophile sentiments of Count 
von Buelow were received by the whole 
right and by a part of the center and 
left in dead silence, with the exception, 
several times, of hoots. 

Lese Majeste in This. 

A number of speeches fcilowed, notably 
ore by Herr Ledebur, socialist, who is the 
successor of Herr Liebknecht, and an- 
other by Herr Richter, both of which 
contained lese majeste, which outside of 
the reichstag would have cost the speak- 
ers dear. Herr Ledebur sald: 

“War is hardly gentlemanly when such 
aman as Cecil Rhodes is at the table 
and shows President Kruger the door.” 
Cheers broke cut in nearly all parts of 
the house. 

The chancellor spok» more cautiously 
end with less animation than is usually 
the case. Evidently he was trying to 
make friends among the members of both 
the right and left. The right, however, 
orlyapplauded vigorously when he prom- 
ised higher duties on wheat and rye. 

The papers rearly all abstain from com- 
ment. But The Boersen Zeitung com- 
rrer.ds Count von Buelow’s remarks re- 
garding China and compares them with 
those of M. Delcasse and Lord Salisbury, 
adding that ‘‘they show that, in the Chi- 
nese question, France and Germany with 
equal eclat represent the sentiments of 
Purope.”’

THE LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS 


General Assembly of Alabama Hfn- 
ishes Work. 


SESSION HAS BEEN A LONG ONE 


—————— 


Senate Passes Revenue Bill and \ he 
Governor Approves 
It Immediately. 


— 


(Montgomery, Ala., March 5.—(Special.) 
The general assembly of Alabama ad- 
journed sine die tonight after a session 
of fifty working days, nof including Sun- 
days and holidays. It has been one of 
the most unique legislative bodies ever 
assembled in the state. [t has contained 
more individual intelligence and perha'g: 
less collective wisdom than any other as- 
sembly since reconstruction times. It 
was the soberest and personally the most 
moral aggregation of lawmakers assem- 
bled in the state for years, and yet it 
took more liberties with the treasury than 
any other assembly ever took: The sen- 
ate was substantially stronger than the 
house this session., which is rather un- 
usual in the recent history of legisla- 
tion in Alabama. Nothing of especial in- 
terests occurred in either house today. 
The senate passed the revenue bill, which 
is a copy of the bill prepared and passed 
during Governor Johnston’s administra- 
tion, and Governor Samford signed It to- 
night. The governor withdrew his veto 
from the Birmingham charter bill and 
signed it. He furthermore vetoed the 
Montgomery charter bill, which had been 
irregularly passed, and also vetoed the 
bill which provided for the reprint of the 
Alabama -supreme court reports by the 
West Publishing Company. The bill pro- 
rating the appropriations to fit the condi- 
tions of the treasury was finally passed 
tonight, after having been substantially 
amended, and was signed by the governor. 
The bill as amended cuts about $75,000 out 
of the appropriations, about $50,000 of 
which comes out of the public school 
appropriation. The house adjourned about 
midnight.

Much of the time of the meeting was 
consumed by an informal yet interesting 
discussion concerning the present condi- 
tion of the waterworks-system.

Circumstances 
were such that I was in his company 
pretty regularly for several weeks and 
I belHeve that if I hadn’t managed to get 
away that I would have committed sui- 
cide, so overpowering was. the idea of 
death which he exerted.” 


“Dead men’s shoes are In great demand 
in this country,’’ remarked a Macon man 
at the Aragon yesterday. So great is the 
demand that the owners can’t be put in 
the grave before the scramble for the 
shoes begins. 

“We have just had a notable instarmpe 
in Georgia of the eagerness with which 
the shoes of a dead man are sought. Poor 
Hope Polhill, driven to desperation by 
merciless criticism, escaped his critics by 
semling a bullet through his brains. His 
corpse had hardly been discovered before 
a mad scramble began for his shoes—his 
officia] shoes, I mean. I am told that, 
before the papers could publish the’ news 
of Polhill’s tragic end, Governor Candler 
was flooded with applications for the so- 
licitor generalship made vacant by Pol- 
hill’s death. 

“Now, I am not criticising these men 
for what some might call their indecent 
haste to profit by Polhill’s death. I sup- 
pose it was human nature for them to 
want the office that had cost Hope his 
life. But their haste in pressing their 
applications exhibited a very repulsive 
phase of human nature to me. It does 
seem that the shock of Polhill’s tragic 
death would have driven thoughts of of- 
fice seeking from everybody’s mind for a 
little while. But it didn’t and now I 
am inclined to believe that hunger for 
office will lead a man to do almost any- 
thing. 

“There is one thing, however, that has 
pleased us Macon people greatly and that 
is that Governor Candler turned down 
every man who was after Polhill’s official 
shoes before his body was placed in the 
grave. I am told that Brunson was not 
an applicant for the place and that his 
selection for the position was due to 
Governor Cand-er’s fine sense of proprie- 
ty. The governor was loath to give the 
office to any man’ who opposed Polhill 
and was equally loath to give it to any 
man who came begging for it before the 
dead man was buried. So he gave it to 
a man who was Polhill’s friend and who 
was mourning over the~ victim’s body 
while others were begging fer his shoes.

CIVIL SERVICE PLAN IS UP 


Talk About Candidates for Chief of 
' Police Is Premature — There 
Are Said To Be No Can- 
didates Up to This 
Date. 


There is a movement on foot to get 
the police board to re-elect the entire 
police force in a body, as was done two 
years ago. It will be recalled that in 1899 
every member, from the chief down, was 
unanimously re-elected. That.1g said to 
have been done because if there had been 
a break there would have been a whole- 
sale tearing up, which would have work- 
ed great injury to the force. 

It is not likely that the experiment will 
again be tried. At least a majority of the 
board will probably advocate a ‘“‘weeding 
out’ of what they may deem bad timber, 
and # this is done there will be room 
for outside men to get on the supernu- 
merary list. 

The commissioners are not discussing 
the changes in the force yet, because they 
will have to have the reorganization of 
‘the board to first consider and unti] that 
is disposed of the election of the force

All the talk about who may or may not 
be chief is considered premature, and only 
gathered from gossip and speculation. 

It has been reported that Captains Ball 
and Jennings were ‘candidates’ to suc- 
ceed Chief Manly.

A Remedy Is Suggested.

partment on a civil service basis, so that 
the members will retain their positions as 
long as they live and prove faithful and 
efficient. This resolution is to be con- 
sidered by the board at its next meeting, 
and it is possible that it will become a law 
this year. 

It is said that members of the city coun- 
cil and, indeed, every citizen who knows 
anything about the police department of 
Atlanta at all, are aware that two-thirds 
of the police force consider politics a part 
of their duties. , 

The policeman-politician, it is openly re- 
marked, thinks he must take an active 
part in the election of members of -the 
counci] and the mayor, because the form- 
ér will vote for the election of his bosses 
and the latter will become a boss by vir- 
tue of his office. A man running for 
council thinks if he has the two hundred 
policemen for him he will stand a very 
fair chance to be elected, and the police- 
man-politician at once becemes a very im- 
portant ballot factor in his own estima- 
tion, 

And all of this is in the face of a strin- 
gent rule in the police book which says 


that any member of the force who advo- 
cates any person for any Office shall be 
dismissed from the force.

From all accounts 
she will be rather glad that her applica- 
tion was denied, for some days ago, be- 
fore the case was disposed o:1 she sent 
the commission word that she didn’t 
want “‘to get out, nohow.”’ She said she 
had no relatives to go to and had rather 
Stay in the penitentiary than be out of 
it. Rosa was sent up from Lumpkin 
county in 1879, being given a life sentence 
for murder. The chances are she will 
serye the sentence as was directed by 
the court, and she will doubtless be glad 
to do so.

Dickerson, Head of the Gigantic 


Lr-slave Fraud, Is 
Convicted, 


WG STEAL SQUELCHED 


AY ATLANTA COURT 


Prosecution Claimed That Money 
Turned in by ex-Slaves Went 
Into Dickerson’s Pocket 
Instead of to Wash- 


ington City. 


‘I. H. Dickerson, colored, manager of 
the. National ex-Slave Mutual Relief, 
Bounty and Pension Association of the 
United States of America, with headquar- 
ters in Nashville, who was arrested a 
short time ago charged.with operating a 
gigantic fraud on ex-slaves, was tried 
and convicted yesterday before Judge A. 
‘W. Calhoun in the city court, Judge 
Calhotin sentenced Dickerson to pay a4 
fine of $1,000 or serve twelve months in 
the county chaingang. 

Phe defendant was tried on an accusa- 
tion charging him with cheating and 
swindling and Scilla Smith, also colored, 
who alleged that she had been defrauded 
out of 7% cents, appeared as the prosecu- 
tor. In sentencing the prisoner, Judge 


- Calhoun characterized the above ’ long- 


named association as the biggest swind- 
ling scheme. he had ever heard of and 
remarked that'he could not fine Dicker- 
son enough. The state was represented 
-by Solicitor Eugene Black and Attorney 
8. C. Crane, while Attorney James War- 
rem appeared for the defendant. 

The operation of the alleged fraud, it 
{is claimed, embraces the entire United 
States. The meinbership of the associa- 
tion is composed of ex-slaves and they 
were induced to become members in order 
to assist in securing the passage of a bill 
by congress to pension ex-slaves, The 
qualifications for membership was an 
initiation fee of 2% cents and afterwards 
@ monthly fee of 10 cents. Ali of this 
money was to be paid into the hands of 
‘Dickerson and he represented to the ex- 
slaves, it is claimed, that ‘the funds would 
be sént to Washington to be used in the 
interest of the pension bill. 

The prosecution claims that instead of 
being forwarded to Washington, the 
money went into the pocket of Dickerson, 
‘When the initiation fee was paid u cer- 


' tifleate of membership was issued to the 


person paying the money, and it Is 
claimed that the ex-slaves were led to 
believe that all members of the organi- 
zation would receive a pension. 
Dickerson Traveled Much. 

Dickerson traveled extensively, visiting 
different sections of the country, and or- 
ganizing the ex-elaves of that particular 
community into local associations. At 
intervals he would visit these associations 
and collect the funds deposited with the 
secretary who would be placed in charge 
of these local associations. A negro wo- 
man named Callie House was Dickerson's 
private secretary and it is charged that 
she is also implicated with Dickerson in 
the scheme. There is an accusation in 
the city court for her, but she bas not 
been arrested. 

The House woman came to Atlanta last 
September and organized an association 
-here, after which Dickerson also came 
here and made speeches to the ex-slaves 
and distributed circulars. Scilla Smith 
was made secretary of the association and 
she says that Dickerson assured her that 
W. R. Vaughn, a negro in Washington, 
was the author of the pension bill and 
that the funds would be sent to him to 
use to the advantage of the bill. 

The Atlanta association sent Scilla 
Smith to Washington to consult with 


Vaughn and he informed her that he |} 


had received no money from Dickerson. 
On her return she called a meeting of 
the association and confronted Dickerson 
with this evidence. He admitted that 
he had sent Vaughn no money, but 
claimed he had used it in burying the

A bill to pension the ex-slaves was in- 
troduced in the United States senate by 
Senator Mason on request, but was never 
passed. Each of the three attorneys in 
the case made speeches. 

The verdict was returned shortly be- 


| fote 2 o’clock. Attorney Crane requested 


Jug@ge Calhoun to give Dickerson the full 
extent of ‘the law. 

In sentencing the defendant, Judge Cal- 
houn said: 

“This ts the biggest swindling scheme I 
ever heard of. This scheme of getting 
money for the slaves is like pouring 
money into a rat hole and you know it. 
I suppose you secured money in other 
‘States the same as you did here, and if

Thermometer Fell Steadily from 59 


Degrees to 21 Degrees—Coldest 
Weather of Winter Pre- 
dicted by Observer

The difference in temperature last night 
at midnight and the night before was the 
difference between the temperature dur- 
ing the first and second acts of a rural 
drama. Everybody knows how cold it 
is outside during the second act when 
the beautiful girl is driven out into the 
cheerless wintry world. In the first act 
the ‘men go coatless, mop their brows 
with bandanna handkerchiefs and drink 
buttermilk in the front yard. The women 
wear sun bonnets and wear dimity gowns. 
You know it is spring because the dim!- 
ties are out. The air is soft and warm. 
That was Monday. 

But in the second act, how cold it is! 
The wind whistles shrilly and insistently 
around the corners of the house. It 
shrieks and howls and drives the (com- 
mercial note) snow in fitful gusts past the 
window where Mary is waiting for Abner, 
who will bring the papers to prove her 
innocence. It was regular second act 
weather yesterday except the snow and 
it came as suddenly. 

The thermometer fell thirty-four degrees 
in twenty-four hours, or at the rate of 
one and one-half degrees an hour, and as 
@ consequence the populace was redolent 
with the compelling odor of camphor 
balls. The advance sample of spring 
weather had tempted many prudent per- 
sons to put their heavy coats away where 
moths could not corrupt. They did not 
expect to use them again this winter. 

The thermometer last night at 10 o’clock 
registered 25 degrees above zero. It had 
fallen steadily and swiftly from % de- 
gerees since 10 o’clock Monday night. It 
had gone down to 21 degrees this morn- 
ing at 1 o’clock, and the wind had not 
appreciably abated. Its precise direction 
was -difficult for the unskilled observer 
to determine. At one moment it seemed 
to be moving south, southeast and.a lit- 
tle east, and two minutes later it was 
going north by west and a point north. 
At the junction of Houston, Pryor and 
Peachtree streets, where the First Metho- 
dist church stands, it appeared to be g0- 
ing in both directions and coming back 
around the corner, 

The weather man said yesterday after- 
noon that last night would be the cold- 
est of the winter; that today would be 
cold and that the temperature would not 
be much higher tonight. The almost un- 
precedented drop of 88 degrees in the 
thermometer in twenty-seven hours is 
characteristic of March weather, if so 
fickle a thing as weather can have any 
decided characteristic. The cold wave 
originated in the northwest in an area 
of high barometric pressure and moved 
generally in a southeasterly and easterly 
direction.

It was reported in Atlanta yesterday 
that Traffic Manager H. F. Smith, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
had resigned to accept the vice presi- 
dency of the Seaboard Air Line. The 
Nashville correspondent of The Constitu- 
tion was asked to confirm the rumor, if 
possible. His dispatch follows: 

Nashville, Tenn., March 5.—(Special.)— 
H. F., Smith, traffic manager of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway, whom rumor has it has resign- 
ed his position to accept the vice presi- 
dency and general managership of the 
Seaboard Air Line, is not in the city. The 
representative of The Constitution asked 
Major 2. W. Thomas, president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, if 
there was any truth in the rumor. and 
he responded: ‘Most certainly not.”

Secretary Bronson, of the Chicago com- 
mittee of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion, has file@ charges against the city 
passenger agents of nearly every western 
line accusing them of cutting rates on All 
kinds of business. His experience on the 
Chicago Great Western was such as to 
enable him to be well informed in the 
matter of manipulation of rates and 
methods by which information was con- 
cealed, 


On March ist part of the changes in 
freight classification from northern to 
southern territory became effective. There 
is a material reduction in rates on food 
stuffs, such as oatmeal and other light 
cerealine products. The new classification 
applies more especially to eastern cereal 
manufacturers, who have been unable to 
compete with western firms in southern 
territory. 


Vice President Paul Morton, of the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fe delivered 
an address before the Los Angeles, Cal., 
chamber of commerce on Washington’s 
birthday that has attracted much atten- 
tion. Following are extracts from the 
noteworthy parts of the speech: 

‘Today railroad rates in this country 
are lower, both passenger and freight, 
than anywhere else in the world, and the 
service rendered is superior. Some time 
ago, in a written article, I predicted that 
one of three things would come to pass 
in the railroad business: First, that pool- 
ing between the roads would be permitted 
by an act of congress; or, second, that 
unification of ownership would come; or, 
third, that the government would take 
over the railroads of the country and op- 
erate them. 

“Of the three propositions I much pre- 
fer the unification of ownership. To a 
certain extent, a railroadyis a natural 
monopoly and should. be treated as one, 
Unrestricted competition is destructive. 
It is anything but the life of trade and 
the natural result of wide open, unre- 
strained competition is the removal of 
it by the survival of the fittest, or by 
amalgamation. I believe in equality of 
rates. I believe’ they should be reason- 
able,, and when I say reasonable, I 
mean just to both the shipper and the 


carrier, 


“The. transportation charges of the 
country can be very properly likened. to 
a tax. Nobody escapes them, They can- 
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a very serious problem. It is the 

disposition of the persons who are 
already, or who may in future be ad- 
Judged insane in the ordinary’s court. 
This question is raiged as a result of the 
crowded condition of the state insane 
asylum at Milledgeville, it being almost 
impossible for Judge John R. Wilkinson 
to secure admission into the asylum of 
persons found insane in his court. 

There are at present three persons in 
the Tower who have been adjudged in- 
gane and eight others who are being 
cared for by their families in the city. 
Some of these parties were tried several 
weeks ago, and so far Judge Wilkinson 
has been unable to have them sent to the 
asylum. Ten junacy trials were held in 
the ordinary'’s court during the month of 
February. 

The parties in some of the cases are not 
violent, and in these instances they were 
not confined in jail, as their families 
promised to care for them until they 
could be admitted into the asylum. No 
provision wag made in the Tower for the 
care of Tunatics; there are no padded cells 
to prevent the violent from injuring them- 
Selves, but they are simply compelled to 
remain there like other prisoners. The

and, this may be done by the county com- 
missioners. 

The asylum at present contains 2,700 in- 
mates, and of this number 187 are from 
Atlanta, The legislature at its last session 
appropriated money for the construction 
of additional quarters at the asylum, 
and it is probable that the situation will 
be relieved between now and next fall, 
Until more room is secured, however, the 
lunatics of Fulton county, or the majority 
of them, will have to be confined in the 
Tower or be cared for by their families 
or relatives. 

In speaking of the matter Judge Wilkin- 
son said: 

“Owing to the crowded condition of the 
asylum it is almost impossible for me to 
have an insane person placed thera, un- 
less one of the Fulton county patients 
already there is released, either by death 
or by being cured. Dr, Powell, the super- 
intendent, has been very kind to me and 
he has accommodated Fulton county as 
best he could. When a person is tried 
and adjudged insane I am simply com- 
pelled to send them to jai] or turn them 
over to their families to await the first 
opportunity to have them admitted. As 
the legislature has appropriated money 
for the erection of adgitional buildings 
at the asylum, however, it is probable 
that the crowded condition of the institu- 
tion will be relieved before fall.”’

The spot was named Paradise 
because the inhabitants are always so 
happy.

I believe 
that labor will be ‘better paid, . because 
it is the history of railroads that the 
large roads pay better wagés than the 
small’ ones. Labor expects better treat- 
ment from large industrial institutions 
than they do from small ones, and they 
usually get it. The force of public opinion 
and legislation demand more of a large 
corporation in all directions than is ex- 
pected of small ones.”’

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WAR T0 BE WAGED 
ON FRUIT STANDS 


City Tax ‘Committee Opposed te ‘Such 
Business, 


TWO LICENSES ARE DENIED 


Sidewalks Are To Be Fully Protected 
in the Future. 


“SLEDGE” COLLIER {S RE-ELECTED 


His Pay as Tax Assessor’ Ivesti- 
gator, Which Had Been Held, 
Will Now Be Paid. 


Sidewalk fruit stands occupied the at- 
tention of the members of the city tax 
committee at a meeting of that body yes- 
terday afternoon, and as a result active 
steps may be taken at once to put anend 
to this particular branch of business, 
whick has cf late assumed large pro- 
portions. 

If the expressions of some of the mem- 
bers of the committee are to be taken as 
an earnest of what is now contemplated, 
the death knell of the small sidewalk 
stand has been: sounded, and it js only a 
question of a comparatively short time 
when an active and relentless crusade 
will be waged against the Greeks and 
Italians who are conducting a Business 
with a stock of only a bunch of bananas, 
eeveral dozen each of apples and oranges, 
few other tempting fruits and the in- 
evitable sack of peanuts. 

The matter came up when the commit- 
tee was asked to pass upon two applica- 
tions for license to conduct stands cn 
Peachtree street. Peter Vergiotis had 
filed application for a transfer of license 
from No. 107 Peachtree to No. 87 of the 
same street, and George Brown had also 
filed application for a license to run. a 
fruit stand at No. 107 Peachtr2+, to suc- 
ceed Vergiotis. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers appeared before 
the committee, stating that he represent- 
ed Messrs. McCullough Bros., wholesale 
fruit merchants. He said his clients were 
oppos21 to gtanting s:dewalk licenses; 
that such interfered with the business of 
citizens who paid large rents for stores 
and also paid heavy insurance pates, gas 
and water bills, while the fruit stards 
raid very little towerd maintaining the 
city government, but came in direct com- 
petition with those people who did. 

Would Protect Retailers. 

He stated that a number of the Greek 
and Italian fruit sellers were customers 
of his clients, but they felt that, in the 
interest of the retailers, these foreigners 
should be discouraged as far as possible. 
Councilman A. C. Minhinnett, who hap- 
pened to be present, said that he was also 
opposed to granting licenses to men who 
wished to conduct sidewalk fruit stands. 

Attorney Hugh Dorsey, representing 
Peter Vergiotis, declared that if one was 
te be denied the privilege of conducting a 
stand, then all should He read an affi- 
de.vit of Patrolmen Florence, whose beat 
is on Peachtree, between Houston and 
Avburn avenue, in which it was shown 
that of the four or five fruit stands on 
that block, with the exception of Mr. 
Dorsey’s client, all were conducted by 
men by the name of Brown. 

‘‘The Browns, it seems,’’ said Mr. Dor- 
cey, “have a monopoly: of that sort of 
business on Peachtree strect, and I un- 
derstand that my client, who formerly 
ecnducted a stand at No. 107 Peachtree, 
was underbid in rent for the sole purpose 
of running him out of the neighborhood. 

The place.he now éGesires to do business 
stands back three feet from the sidewalk, 
and his stand would not encroach on the 
city’s territory. Don’t make flesh of one 
and fowl of the other, but if you are going 
to deny my client the right to run a 
stand, then put the others on the same 
footing.”’ 

Mr. McCullough took occasion to say 
that none of the Browns on Peachtree 
street were related, and that only oné 
was a customer of his firm. He denied 
that he was chere to advocate the grant- 
ing of a license to any one of those ap- 
plying. He said that he agreed with Mr. 
Dorsey that all should be put upon the 
same footing. After some further discus- 
sion, and upon “Alderman Kilpatrick’s 
motion, both applications were refused.

manifested than when they voluntarily 
collected the fund which purchased the 
Washington monument unveiled in Paris 
last July,” said a gentleman who visited 
Paris last year. 

Thén he showed me the picture of the 
or monument, which 
2 recalled the American women had 
bought with money which they them- 
gelves collected and at the unveiling of 
which a number of them were sponsors. 

“And Georgia more than did her part,”’ 
he said, “for when the organization was 
effected, for the purpose of collecting the 
fund, a Georgia woman was among the 
first to collect and send to the treasurer 
the generous amount of something over 
a thousand dollars. 

Mrs. LAyingston Mims was selected as 
Georgia’s vice president, and she can tell 
you a good story of how she collected 
her part of the money. 

“How did I collect the money?” said 
Mrs. Mims. “Now I don’t know that it 
would be fair to my gentlemen friends to 
tell you. They all responded most gen- 
erously and I know jit wag their patriotic 
spirit purely which actuated their prompt 
replies to me, though when the contents 
of my note of appeal to many of them 
were jearned other motives than gene- 
rosity wefe ascribed to them, for in these 
notes I stated that I was writing only to 
the handsome men I knew, asking from 
each of them the amount of $6.’’ 

Mrs. Mims briefly explained the story 
of the monument when she said: “The 
American people have always felt a warm 
sentiment of gratitude for France on ac- 
count of her generous aid at the moment 
of our struggle for independence, and yet 
they have never offered her as a nation 
any permanent souvenir of this appreci- 
ation of her friendship.: To make up at 
least in a feeble way for this omission it 
appeared to the women of America that 
Tt would be well to offer France some 
souvenir which would enable the genera- 
tions-of ‘the present and futhre fo retall 
these feelings of recognition. This was 
about the sentiment exvressed {n the pre- 
amble of an appeal addressed to the 
American women in 1890 by Mrs. Stephen 
J. Field, of Washington, who has been 


* @e sympathetic and eminent initiator

of this lofty thought of international fra- 
ternity to which her sweet spirit of perse- 


-‘weranee and the generous efforts of her 


noble friends have finally gtven. 

“Mrs. Field ts descended from a family 
which played an important part in the 
iberation of the American colonies and 
the foundation of the republic of the 
United States. No woman was better 
qualified, therefore, than she to take the 
initiative which it is a pleasure to ascribe 
to her. She is the widow of the late 
Stephen Johnson Field, who was for thir- 
ty-four years one of the most eminent 
members of the supreme court of the 
United States, and who, outside his office, 
Was deeply interested in the founding of 
the Association of American Women for 
the statue of Washington. In this family 
‘two other distinguished mien fmav be 
cited: The celebrated engineer, Cyrus W. 
Field, who laid the first trans-Atlantic 
cable between the two worlds; then an- 
other brother, David Dudley Field, a well 
known barrister, who codified a whole 
series of American laws treating of inter- 
national affairs. 

“After several very conscientiously 
studied deliberations, the choice of the 
committee fell upon the eminent Ameri- 
cah sculptor, Daniel C. French, for the 
design and execution of the work. The 
monument is an equestrian statue in 
bronze, of heroic dimensions. 

“After 1890 the association made an ap- 
peal for funds to achieve its patriotic 
desire and an important part of the sum 
was collected. 

“Finally, after the constitution and reg- 
istration of the association, in the District 


‘of Columbia, announcement of the official 


board was given and the keynote of suc-

Boers Have Sharp Eyesight. 

London Dally Mail: Sir Redvers Buller’s 
statement that the ordinary Boer could 
see a man coming toward him two miles 
before the man could see the Boer ex- 
cites neither surprise nor skepticism 
among the eye specialists. 

“Really,” said a high authority to a 
Daily Mail representative, “if you apply 
your commonsense to the matter you will 
see it must be so. The Boer is, compara- 
tively speaking, a barbarian. At least he 
has few indoor occupations and does little 
reading. For generations. he has been 
training himself to see long distances, 
for his livelfhood depends upon sighting 
his cattle or on tarcking down game. Mr. 
Atkins will never possess such fine vision 
until his conditions of life approximate to 
those of the Boer. Liké all civilized peo- 
ple his vision is confined to a limited 
range. Even at the butts he is not called 
upon for any very special efforts of long 
sight, and he is not there very often.” 

The fact was mentioned that severa] 
officers had come home from the war with 
eyesight. Some, who

SOME GEORGIA CONVICTS 
ARE PAID GOOD SALARIES 


There is a side to convict life in Geor- | 


gia comparatively little known to people 
generaily, but one that is quite interest- 
ing. Some of Gevorgia’s convicts draw 
salaries! It sounds strange that a =nan 
convicted of crime against the _ state, 
against his fellow man, should be paid for 
the service he is rendering as expiation 
or atonement for his malicious error. But 
there afe several men in Georgia’s con- 
vict camps whom the lessees are glad to 
compensate for their services, though 
they are entitled to them for the $99 a 
year which they pay the state for their 
hire. 

It is not, of course, the ordinary, illit- 
eraté and unintelligent convict who is 
thus remnuerated. He is of no more value 
than the manual labor he can be made to 
do through a plenteous supply of stomach 
fvel and the urging of the taskmaster. 
The lessee gets more than value received 
even in this. He gets an able-bodied la- 
borer at greatly reduced wages. But the 
intelligent convict—and they are compara- 
tively few—is valuable in other ways. It 
is the experienced bookkeeper, the bank 
clerk, the accountant, who, having gone 
astray, gets into the clutches of the law, 
is valuable to the lessee. It is a very 
well-known fact that this class of con- 
victs is not called upon to do manual 
labor: they are used for office work, and 
the public generally remarks, ‘‘Well, hes 
got a soft berth, even if he is in the peni- 
tentiary.’’ 

It is not commonly known, however, 
that not a few of this class of convicts 
receive salaries from the lessees for their 
services, and in some instances when 
their tefms expire they have been known 
to have nice little cash balances. laid 
cside. It used to be the practice in the 
coal mines to pay each convict so much 
per ton for al] coal taken out above the 
emount required each day, and some- 
times long-term negro convicts would 
leave the mines With $200 or $300, or more, 
in their pockets. It is somewhat on the 
same principle that intelligent office men 
are remunerated for their services in ad- 
dition to the price paid the state for their 
hire. There are several such convicts now 
in the penitentiary. While serving their 
sentences they have little need for cash, 
and it is generally laid up against the 
time when they receive their freedom. 


A story is told of a convict now serving 
in the Georgia penitentiary who unfor- 
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as they couJd do by asserting their au- 
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tunately missed a good thing of this kind, 
though he may yet get:a soft place where 
he will be paid a salary for his knowledge 
of books andi accounts. George W. Haupt 
was sert to the penitentiary from Savan- 
nah for ten years, having been convicted 
on several charges of embezzlement. 
Haupt was one of the most experienced 
accountants in Sevannah, and ‘n that ca- 
pacity commanded a high salary. The 
lessees, it is said, were not aware of his 
value in this respect when he was turned 
cver to the penitentiary authorities. The 
prison commission sent him to the camp 
of G. S. Baxter & Co., at Fargo, in Clinch 
county, where he is still located. 

It was not long after this that, learn- 
ing what a valuable accountant Haupt is, 
the officials of the Chattahoochee Lumber 
Company, in Decatur county, made applli- 
csticn for him. They offered to furnish a 
cottage for himself and his family and to 
ray him $100 per month during his term in 
the penitentiary, if the penitentiary aue 
thorities would assign him to them. There 
was some correspondence with the Fargo 
people about him, and they refused to 
give him up. They stated they had had 
considerable trouble with Haupt when he 
first came to the camp. Just what the 
neture of this trouble was was not stated, 
though, being a somewhat high-strung 
man, he was no doubt rather obstinate 
in his disinclination to go to work.
